An introduction: The 1950's, The Radios, DX and Cliff 


Nearly all my recollections of our house up in the small western Pennsylvania town of Indiana included the nearly constant stream 
of music, news and commercials from the turquoise-encrusted Bakelite AM radio that sat atop the kitchen counter next to the re- 
frigerator. WDAD was the only radio station in town and | walked past their fishbowl studio on my way to and from school. Sensing 
my growing fascination, dad bought me a crystal set (yes, complete with a catswhisker) and later a one-tube radio kit at the hobby 
shop less than a block away from the radio station. | can clearly remember listening to WDAD on that one-tube radio late one 
night and, when WDAD signed off, in came a station from Charlotte, North Carolina, my first DX! 


One afternoon on my way home from school, | got the nerve to walk into that radio station and haltingly attempted to ask the elder- 
ly (to me) lady behind the front desk some questions. She told me “wait here” and exited to a door behind her. A moment or two 
later she returned with a man in a red plaid shirt and sunglasses - and a cane. She told me Mr. Porter would show me around the 
station. | wish someone had taken a picture of me the instant | realized Mr. Porter was totally blind. 


Mr. Porter might have been blind, but Cliff, as | would soon be calling him, seemed to know everything there was to know about 
that radio station, pointing his cane at every piece of equipment and explaining what it did. When | told him | couldn't believe | 
could hear the announcer’s voice all the way from the station to my radio, he laughed and told me it gets better than that. With 
Ham Radio, he explained, not only can you listen to the person on the other end, but you can talk to them as well! That next week- 
end Cliff gave my father and me a tour of his station. | wish I could go back in time so | could remember more of Cliff's equipment 
than his Vibroplex bug. But more than that, I'd like to thank Clifford C. Porter, W3IY|, for the hobby and career of my lifetime. 


We all have stories to tell. And somewhere near the intersection of our lives, ham radio and DX'ing is a story we'd all like to hear. 
In this issue is the first “Monthly Meet the Member” page - and it's from Honor Roll member Tom Orr, W6HT. Future months are 
open and we'd all like to learn something about you and your experiences that most of us didn't know. Please email me and we 
can work on putting your story together. 


Next month I'll briefly tell you how late one night as an electrical engineering student, something | heard on the CW end of 20 Me- 
ters that caused the US Navy to spring into action and made headlines.

: meg Er ITT, Hughes Aircraft and Rockwell International. With a knack for 

a picking up languages, Tom speaks Spanish, French, German, Ara- 
bic, Japanese, Mandarin Chinese and is currently learning Korean. 


“My introduction to radio was via Morse code. | lived in Silver 
Spring, Maryland at the time. | was eight years old. | sent a Ralston 
Cereal box top and ten cents into the company for a Tom Mix tele- 
graph set. The boy in the next apartment did the same. We strung 
wires between our apartments and sent to each other. This was 
shortly before the United States entered World War Il. | started short 
wave listening and discovered some commercial telegraph stations 
on my parents all band receiver. | got good enough at the code to 
copy commercial telegraph stations such as WSL and WAX. They repeated a machine sent QRA (CQ) and | managed to get 
alittle more each transmission. Soon | was copying the entire transmission.” 


During the early part of World War Il, | discovered the Radio Germany voice broadcast. | lived in Parkersburg, West Virginia 
at this time. | can remember hearing their sign on. It went something like this: "Hier spricht Deutchland Sender broad- 
kastieren nach Nord America, Central America, und Sud America. Jetzt un- 
ser Broadkast auf Englisch." Then you would hear an accented voice saying 
in English "Good evening ladies and gentlemen." | remember just after the 
U.S. invaded North Africa. It went something like "American mothers bring 
your sons home from North Africa. They are fighting for the British, the same 
people you fought against in your revolution." Quite often you could hear the 
jamming signals coming from Britain as well. "The guns are blowing up in 
their faces.” "American mothers bring you sons home from North Africa.” 


After the war, | worked in both Germany and Japan. The German and Japa- 
nese hams could not believe that during the war | was permitted to listen to 
enemy broadcasts. 


\ did not actually get my ham ticked until 1949. There was no Novice Class 
license then you needed to pass what is now called the Conditional Class 
license or the General Class license which included a 13 w.p.m. test. | had no trouble with 
the code but the theory was the big problem for me. | finally memorized the license manu- 
al and passed it, | am sure just barely. 


had joined the South Dakota National Guard while in high school and we were activated 

after the Korean War broke out in 1950. | spent almost a year in Ft. Bragg, North Carolina, 
then we were sent to Germany. In 
North Carolina | was WA4SAL, in 
Germany | became DL4FF. | have 
had a total of 22 different calls.” 
Here is a picture of Tom with some 
of his QSL cards from some of the 
countries in which he was licensed. 


Tom is at the top of the DXCC Hon- 
or Roll and doesn't spend a lot of 
time on the air these days, although 
he does keep in touch with his old 
friends via Echolink. Tom and his 
wonderful XYL, Muggs, have lived 
in the same house in Placentia 
since 1965.
